Air  Defense  Command  Letter  800'X,  dated  XI  April  1951,  subject  as 
aboye,  the  following  report  of  an  unconventioncd  aircraft  or  object, 
which  was  sighted  orer  this  field,  is  forwarded  for  your  infonnation: 

a.  Deecrlption-  The  object  was  elliptical  and  flat  in  appearance, 
similar  to  a large  sheet  of  paper  or  a thin  aircraft  wing.  It  was  light 
sun  tan  color.  Uo  noise  nor  visible  o^diaust  were  present.  The  object 
uoyed  over  the  field  from  the  VillW  slowly, at  approzinately  2500-3000  ft 
above  the  surface  (estimated),  in  a wallowing  manner.  It  hovered  over 

the  field  and  then  ascended  rapidly  out  of  sight  at  approximately  a 60 
degree  angle. 

b.  The  object  was  sighted  at  approxiiaately  0916P,'^29  I^i 
Duration  of  sight,  approximately  4 minutes.  It  disappeared  from 
in  approximately  20  seconds  after  it  started  to  ascend.
